THE day-liihen American pllct Kenneth Arnold had observed unknown 
flyinq objects “ the famous June E^th* 19L7 - became the 'official' 
beginning of the canternporary UFO era. Soon after this incident 
there ware established the first ufological organisations, and the 
ufological movement extended to almost all the world. Its arrival 
in Poland tcck place in the 1970s. 

Soeaking about the Polish UFD movEment it is impcssible to omit 
earlier attempts to create an interest amongst the Polish people. In 
195B in the magazine QJIECZOR 'iJVafiZEZA and aisc in 3KRZYDLATA POLSKA 
anpeared articles by Andrzej Trepka that sericusly informed readers 
about ufological matters, presented facts and built the foundation 
for the future develcpment of ufclcgy in Poland. Three years later 
there was edited the first Polish book about UFOs, written by Janusz 
Thor - LATAJACE TALERZE - FLVJNG SAUCERS- In the early 1970s many 
leading Polish journalists began to write popular articles about the 
subject of UFOs - their occurrences, hypotheses of their origin^and 
oropulsion. These were based mainly on djastern scientific material. 

Some of the writers became famous as a result: Lucian Znicz, Andrzej 
Donimirski, Arnold Mostowicz and Zbignieui Blsnia, In those days^also 
many UFD 'hobbyists' started to gather in groups in various Polish 
cities. Cf ccursB the range of their activities were very much limited 
and took the form of mainly private meetings for the mutual exchange 
of information- 

In 1976 in the weakly FAKTY there began a steady cycle of ufo- 
logical articles '^'The Guests From The Snace" by Jncjan Znlca. This 
series caussd a large correspondence from readers with the author, thus 
was Porn the idea of establishing a full-range ufological club. 

On Duly Bth there was established KLUB KONTAKTO;d KDSMICZVOH/5paoe 
Uontacts Glub, a non-formal organisation bringing together oeople 
interested in UFOs from all oarts of Poland, This organisation still 
functions and the date of its birth remains the official date of the 
beoinning of the F^clish ufological movement. 

In December, 197U a similar organisation - UFO BONDA was formed in 
•jJroclaw, hut this lasted only a short time- 

Un .June 24th, i9Bl there was registered in jdarsaw the first 
legally authorised ufolonit^^l □rqanisatian - UARSOVTAN UFO RESEARCH 
S0L;ic,rY - UFO VIUEn established by its first Chairman Oanusz Harczak, MG. 

dut earlier, in January, 1960, there aodeared in the Polish 
ufolriqlcal mouament another organisation - UFOLOGICAL SLCTIUN OF 
lRALLUIAN science fiction fan club. At first there were only a few 
members but this has been growing follcwinn the ■puhljcstion in 
riovember, 1961 of the first Polish ufolopical magazine hlTZJA PERVFEi^vJkjE/ 
r'erioheral Visions, In January, 1963 the orouo became independent and 
chanoad its name to GRACUVTAN CLUJ OF UFO REGEARCH AND nLPULARTJ.AT CN- 
The founder of the ufaloqical section and then the Chairman 








is tJiE author of this article. 

In February, 1983 there uas established in Lndz another simi¬ 
lar arganisatian "SPACE CLUB OF LODZ - PAr^A UFO*" 

The 1983 bjaa a rrilsstcns in Polish ufological histery :in 

February the re met representatives of SPACE COislT^^CTS CLUB, UFD-VIDEG 
PAPA-UFO and CRACOUIAIM CLUB OF UFO RESEARCH AIMS P OPLIL API 5 AT 10I\I in 
□rder to discuss pussibilities of mutual co-operation and to Isok 
at further developments in the Pcliah ufolcgical movement. It mas 
decided that the Cracovian Club mould organise nem clubs in other 
Polish cities, an rules mere dramn up on the observation of OFOs 
and encounters and a date mas decided For the first meeting of the 
Palish Ufolagical Congress* 

The Congress took alace in Cracom pn September £3rd-25th,i9ti3, 
and participants came from the organisations already mentioned as 
mell as from some of the neiijly-formed societies based in Szczecin, 
Lublin, Gdansk, Rzeszom. The seccnd Congress mas held in Szczecin 
in rjQvember, 198A and the last one in Lublin in SeptEmher, 1985* 

The second, legally authorised ufological organisation in 
Poland, CRACOUIAN OFO RESEARCH SOCIETY mas registered on January 
27th, 1984, It maa a continuation of the Cracovian Club and its 
chairman is the author of this article* unfortunately its 
history mas rather short, and the Society mas disbanded in October 
1985* Cracovian ufologists once mere arrived on the stage of the 
Palish ufological movement, and established on October 27th, 1985 a 
non-formal organisation called UFO RESiiAROH GROUP, Again, the 
author mas the founder of this body, and his mark involves the 
co-ordination af research activities. 

Of the 10 organisatlens existing at the end of 1903 seven nom 
remain, these are nom much stronger, mith active and enthusiastic 
members, mbe collate reports from all over Poland, The most active 
are SPACE CONTACT^ CLUB, UFG-UIDEG and UFO RESEARCH GROUP.

but they mere neither dDcumented nor investigated. Therefore the 
list cf oreviDUS observatiens (ore 19 78) is incoTinlete- ilut even 
fronmantary data does shorn that UFOs have not by nasBed Polish 
territory, and is similar to reports from ether enuntries.

190S June g9th . Zalesic ; Four fitnesses abserued a 

flight of bright yelloLij objects, 

1922 Summer, [iJarss^ Many mitnesses observed a silvery 

object - tujo hemispheres divided by a rotating ring - 
the object ^shot’ a beam of light and then lifted 
up ujith a loud noise* 

1953 July 31st , UJ olin Island , Baltic Sea , Time 7pm, On 
a field near the railroad track five Poles and two 
Germans observed the landing of a disc-shaped object 
about 22 metres in diameter, uith numerous port-holes 
around it. After several minutes the object flebj 
off at great speed* 

195B December 22nd , Muzzyn a * Time about 3pm- A doctor 
of medicine, hOLja 1 czeuski took the first Polish 
photograph of a UFO - dark, disc-shaped object* 

1939 March, Koloborzeq Polish soldiers observed that, 
from the sea, near the coast-line, there appeared 
a strange, triangular object, the length uies about 
four metres. It fleu up into the air and began to 
LiJhirl in circles above the surface of the uater. It 
then accelerated raoidly and vanished* 

Alone of these incidents uEre investigated acient i f ically * 
There is, therefore, a lack of Eijitnesses' statements and 
precise data* Tuo cases which have been lE*oked at in more 
detail date from 1979-81 during a UFO flap in Poland, 

M ay 22nd, 1979 Ualdemar R went out from his home to a cafe 
situated in the town park at Piastou, near fiiansaw. The evening was 
cold so he walked quickly, reaching the park at about lUpm, There 
was complete silence around and, about five metres away from him 
on the concrete path there were two bright yellow beams of Light. 

He stopped, and saw that the beams came from beneath □ dark object 
floating above the ground. Under the silhouette of the object, and 
placed a little towards the back, was a third beam of light shining 
out at about 15cm, In the glow of the yellow lights the object 
resembled on ice hockey disc. It was almost three metres wide* The 
witness moved towards the object, stopoing about three metres from 
it when the object started to shine green, geometric bodies, 
triangles, squares, circles and traoeezes, subsequently they were 
extinguished and lights glowed all over the surface at the side of 
the object- Dn the upper surface of the object red lights, illum¬ 
inating an 'H' shaped sign appeared, occuoying almost the entire 
area. At the end of the sign a red light acpeared blinking 

with a frequency of about iHz, 

Suddenly all the object became to glow with a white-blue light, 
with a scarcely visible aura surrounding it. The witnesse felt the 
heat burning his face and neck. He turned around and ran, not 
looking behind him. In the morning, when he awoke, he felt that 
there was something heavy pressing on his head. Two weeks later 
small, sore abcesses anosared on his face. Inside the abcesses were 
jelly-like hardened blend drop lets. There were no other traces of 
the incident, 

August, 1979 Czlachow- This could be classified as a CEil, 














it uas a fine summer evening when one pf the inhabitants sf 
Czlachniij tijas raiding his boat an a lake uihen he suddenly noticed 
□ ’’dark, ohlcng objEctf' moving on the surface af the yater. It 
resembled slightly a fishing boat^ hut fnaved much faster, uithaut 
sound or creating any disturbance on the water. After a few seconds 
it vanished behind a peninsula. 

A second witness, on the land, noticed the same object moving 
□ri the water at almost the same time as it disappeared from the 
first ohseruer^s view. The object disappeared into canes growing 
on the lake edge* The witness called his dogs and they went in 
the directicn of where the 'boat' might land* He made ne more than 
£0 steps in the general direction when he noticed, 20 metres ahead 
two beings in dark suits going towards the forest- The dogs, 
sensing strangers, ran in their direction. The reaction of the 
two beings was to turn in the direction of the dogs who barked, 
stopped and turned hack. Then the beings also turned back and locked 
as if they were about to leave- The witnesses description cf them 
was that they were about one anti a half metres tail, hermatically 
sealed in what looked like diving suits, on their eyes were plates 
resembling 'glesaes^. Their hips were unnaturally wide and each of 
them had something like a ’hump’ on his neck between the back of 
his head and his shoulders* 

Between their knees and the ground their legs were invisibie- 
They moved untypically as two-legged beings, seeming to glide over 
the ground which was very rough* Their hands were supoorted by 
elbows on their hips, and half-bent towards the aide. The witness 
shouted to them to stop but they started to run and then vanished. 
The witness began to search for them and, looking towards the 
direction of the forest, noticed a brightly shining object floating 
above tree top level. It was IBD metres from himj about 30 metres 
above the ground where the abject had atoocsd. It looked like a 
smooth, rectangle wall with rounded off corners. It glowed bright, 
blue/green light on its sides, changing freguEntly to a bright white 
in the middle. Then the object flew away* 

Dn the,soot where the object probably ’landed' no traces were 
discovered, nor did the beings leave any traces. The behaviour of 
the dogs was strange, advancing towards the beings then suddenly, at 
a distance of two or three metres, runninn away in fear* Uithin 
six months of the encounter both dogs developed paralysis in their 
paws and had to be destroysd-

NOT CD^IIMG THROUGH THE'GLEN

In her journal NORTHERN UEO NEliJS Cno*119) Jenny Randles chides me 
for (allegedly) declining to investigate (beyond a telephone call) 
a UFO report from a familv in Fort Uilliam* Also she could not 
easily understand uhere I get the idea that the oJoject 'uas a star, 
and she encouraged Scottish readers to undertake their oun investi¬ 
gation (so usurping me representing BUFQRA's investigation netuork, 
which she is supposed to co-ordinatei) 

Since she has the wrong date and time (even the wrong year) her 
Scottish readers will make little progress* The case is one I 
referred to in my article ASTRONOMICAL UFOS in BUFORA BULLETi;\l 21, 
and it was orginally reported in BUFORA BULLETIN] ? (April 1383) 
pp 7*B (reference flD-113)* 



The F family were going to bed early on the morning of 
Saturday, Hay 3rd, 1960, after watching a late night film on tele¬ 
vision* The BBC! film ended at 0110 BST, and they give the time as 
0130. They saw flashing lights up Glen Nevis (see map) which 
stretches 10-llkm south south east before turning east around Ben 
Nevis* These lights seemed to be cn a squat, cigar-shaped (cone-shaped) 


hject, orange at the bottom, which 
(they thought) came slowly dawn the 
valley towards Fort IJilliam, 

Through binoculars they cculd see a 
triangular shape with three panels 
of orange light and ^revolving^ 
flashing lights* They claim that 
after about 15 minutes it flew over 
their house (silently) and dis¬ 
appeared to the westp It was cert¬ 
ainly not an aircraft with which 
they were familiar. 

Jenny suggests that readers check 
the records pf mountain rescue or 
air bases in the area, but Hrs F had 
already reported the matter to the 
olice, the RAF and Civil Defence* 
one took her seriously, so clearly 
it was not an activity known to them. 
There were no other reports that 
night, 

On April 22nd 1362 Mrs F ra- 
parted the incident by telephone to 
Pam Kennedy, whe passed details to 
e* An RT form was sent and returned, 
and I spoke tc Mrs F on the telephone 
several times* In August, 1962 
hilst camning in Glen Nevis ] 
called at the F home, trot found them 
away on holiday. In November, 1965 
I realised that the ohject may have 
been the star Antares and so informed 
the witnesses (who rejected the idea). 
















At the time Scotland lay area of high pressurE centred to 

the north of the UK, It uas uarm iijith little iiaind and a clear sky, 
conditions in uhich temperature inversions can form* The nearly 
full Mean lay 12° above the horizon on an azimuth nf 151° Csurely 
visible above Glen IMevis), and Antares lay only up nn an azimuth 
□ f 159° (see mapi where the pointer shouis the direction nf Antares 
at 003D GMT) straight up Glen [\tevisl The mountain over which Antares 
must have been seen (Stob Sen) subtends an altitude of just under 
A° and the witnesses could hardly have heen able to tell whether the 
star was above or below the horizon (they claim that it was below)- 
Because of the rotation of the Earth, Antares would apppear to 
move slowly to the right at the rate of l5°/hr (equivalent to 2*6 
km/hr at 111 km), a speed which might have been interpreted as 5*7 km/hr 
towards the witnesses* Antares can have appeared to approach if its 
brightness increased as it rose. 

It is possible that what was seen was a mirags of Antares caused 
by its light crossing a temperature inversion in an adjoining valley 
Cl do not know which one). This would account net only for the un¬ 
accounted brightness, large size and individual lights, but the fact 
that it could ha seen at all (a superior mirage is always elevated). 

The strong orange colour is consistent with Antares, a predominantly 
red star. Refraction put all the orange light to the base, due to 
the starts lack of blue light, blue was not seen at the top- The 
flashing was due toescintillation, which is orominent at low 
altitudE* 

The sudden disaposaranee of the miragE (due to the rising 
elevation of Antares or a cut-off by higher mountains) led the wit¬ 
nesses to the conclusion that the abject had raced away in the 
direction they thought it was travelling* Looking west (down Loch 
Eil) they must have seen a close conjunction betwesn Mars (also red) 
and Jupiter at an altitude of 21-22° and azimuth of 261°; they con- 
cludEri that these planets were the same object, which they oresumed 
must have gone over their house- 

Clearly the case is (contrary to Jenny^s conclusion) exolained; 
the problem is that the witnesses will not accept my exolanation and 
Jenny has sided with them against me!

ON bJEdriesday, June 9th, 19B2, at around 21*15hrs 3ST Mr B.liJ* 

(aged 2A), Ms E-P, (aged 28), Mrs [jJ,M-(aged 33) and Miss L.P> (aged 8), 
uere leaving a field which is located between C^-antan and Midssmer- 
IMart'Cin, 5cmerset. Thev had just finished haymaking for the day. They 
then became aware of an object in the eastern sky (Azimuth 060-090), 

which apoeared to have an elevatien of around Its angular 

size was reported as being akin tc an old penny held at arm's length* 

Its luminasity was described as being Wery bright.♦ It was said tc 
be cclaured pinky-red-drange or red-brange* The object's form was 
akin to a ball/vertically orientated round farm, according tc P^lr 
B*liJ* and Ms E*P, Mrs IJ.U., however, reported that the object was aval 
in form, and appeared tc have narrow, lightly curved lines like 
antennae protruding from the object^s body* Ms E,P. reported that the 
object was sharply defined. Mr B.liJ* stated that there seemed to he 
a 'halo' or 'shine', narrow and irregular in appearance, around the 
object's edge, Mrs lil,LiJ, stated that the object appeared 'hazy' in 
definition, I\]one of the observers noticed any sound associated with 
the object. It seemed to be at some riistaocs from the observers, 
about l*Gkm, according td Mr B.lil* All the witnesses stated that the 
object seemed to coming towards them, Mrs E.P. believed that the 
object was going to land at a location opposite, but at some distance, 
heading in a north-east direction along a road located on the left- 
hand side of the field, Mr B.U, stated that they ran towards the 
object, but Ms E,P, and Mrs I^J.'iJ. stated that they 'jumped' into Ms 
E.P.'s car, and drove towards it, Mr B.iiJ, stated that the object 
seemed to move very slowly. They moved about 91 metres, and then 
stopped when the object appeared to drop down to the ground* As it did 
so it seemed to be obscured by trees. At this time Mr 8.1J- estimated 
that, at this juncture, the object now seemed to be much further 
away than was first imagined,, now being about 8km distant, Mr 
stated that the object's Azimuth was around UOu, at this point of 
the observation. 

F LASHING LIGHT 

A short time after the object had apparently dropoed to the ground, it 
then seemEd to rise vertically above the trees, hover briefly above 
them, and then dip down vertically behind the trees once more. Accounts 
differ as to what then occurred* Mr 3.‘J-reoarted that he nhserved a 
flashing light (rate around 1-2 times/second) behind the trees there¬ 
after* They observed this light for around ID minutes and then left 
the sighting location. Mrs liJ.liJ, stated that they waited some minutes 
for the object to reappear after it hao dipped behind the trees for the 
second time* Uhsn it failed to do so they left* Ms E.P.stated that 
they observEd the abject continually rising, hovering and dipping far 
□bout IJ-25 minutes, before leaving. This gives the observation the 
oosslble duration of from 21*15hrs (initial) to 21.18 - ZI-APlhrs (final). 
The witnesses left in Ms E-P-'s car, and headed directly to Hudson 
Farm, near Glapton, the home af their tEmgorsry ernployer Mr A,:J. 

IJhen they arrived they discovered that Hr A.'iJ* and his wife had alsc 
observed an object in the sky at around the time of their own sighting. 
Gome IB minutes later Ms £*P, returned to the location in her car 
together with same friends, 5he stated that the object was still 
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present, rising, houering and dipping in the distance* The object mas 
□bservEd for arcund fiue minutes* They then left at around 21,33- 
21,55 hrs GST, 

THE SCCPraDARV QSSER l/AT I ON 

At around 21,15hrs BSJ an June 9th, 19B2 Mr A-U-C56> and Mrs A,riJ,(57) 
Ljhile cut on the lawn of Hudson Farm, cheerved an abject in the 
eastern sky (Azimuth around 090) which was estimated to have an 
aleuatian af around 30, It was described as resembling a sharply 
defined bail/vertically orientated round form, with an angular size 
akin tc a half penny held at arm's length* It was reported as having 
a bright orange/red cclcur- It was soundless* The object seemed to be 
moving away from witnesses, and disaapeared behind trees after being 
observed for a maximum of two minutes (termination of sighting thus 
being around 21,l7hre BST) * Mr A.iiJ. was informed af the main obser¬ 
vation some 5,30 minutes later,

Little or no cloud, warm with no rain, mist or fog* A slight breeze 
was noticed. Some of the observers stated that dusk was falling at 
around the time of the sighting* No observers noticed the presence 
of sun, moon, planets or stars*

1 Oktar (1 Oktar^-^ cloud 
cDv^r) Igu leuel cloud, around 1 Qktar of middle level cloud, and 1.5 
to 7 Oktars high level cloud. Temperature around 22-2lc, Light 3SE-SE 
breeze, sp'aed around S-7 knots. 

C hecks on any other observations . 

The local police, PROBE, SCUFCRI, BUFORfl and rjUFGI^l had no record of 
any UFO^being observed on June 9th, 1982. 

ASTRONOMICAL DATA 

Sunset took place around 2l.24hrs BST. EIgn^ tion of sun around time 
of sighting = 0- Moonrise tcok place arcunu Z3.45hrs BST. No reports 
□ f observations of re-entries or fireballs ujere received hy the 
relevant authorities. 

Uenus yas not visible* Mars, Jupiter and Saturn were all 
evening objects approximately located in the south-uest sky* 

The stars Antares (+0.99 Mag.colnuped red. Azimuth 138 (S£) ele¬ 
vation 02) and Altar C+0.60 Mag-coloured white, hearing approximately 
i\]NE, elevation very Iqlij) were in the eastern sky. 

A IRCRAFT AND SALLDDf\l MQyEMCIMTS 

There were three (at least) civil aircraft airborne around that time. 
Their exact location is not known- There were no knciun air-balloon 
flights, hut their oresEnce during the time of the observation could 
not be totally ruled out* There was a display of pouered hang-gliding 
□n the Gth and again on June 12th-13th at Midsomer-Norton (i-Skm from 
the location) and Camerton (about Gkm from location) respectively- 

CDNCLUSIQNS AND EVALUATION 

Uhen all the accounts of the observation are compared many minor and 
major inconsistencies become apparent- This makes evaluation a little 
difficult as the stated hehavidur of the object differs quite 
markedly with every account- 

But, for various reasons, it seems unlikely that these reports 
were caused by a misperception of a fireball, a re-entry, aircraft or 
a ballcon. Therefore, is there sny other known phenomana in existence 
which could have caused these observations? 

It is felt that the Clapton object has many characteristics^akin 
to a low-elevation light source which has been distorted hy its light 
passing through layers of hot and cold air. Theselayers of variable 
density air are technically known as Temperature Inversion (an effect 
commonly evoked hy the LJSAF to explain LJFD observations)- First the 
cnnditicns were right for such effects to cccur, as the observation 
happened around sunset, thus allowing for the oossibility of rapid 
oround cooling. The cold air created by this occurrence would then 
merge with the warm C21-2DC) air above, thus creating an inversion* 

A liciht source shining through these layers may have been distorted, 
DQSsibly beiHQ apparently 'increaaed.’ The uitnesseB, phseruing the 
Effect, .-ust as the light's size was hallaaned out by the effects, 
may have seen this as a large ball coming towards them C a very 
cpmman raistake). The object's brightness may have been exaggerated 
by its 'increaed' size. The observers move towards the light, 

Dossibly at an angle, causing it to, apparently, move via parallax 
(apparent movement caused by viewing an object at different angles)* 








This gave the illusion of a distant light source mouing slowly in the 
direction of the observers* There is some reason to believe that the 
movement illusion was exaggerated by a nearby telegraph pole* A 
little time later the illusion endsj and the object size returns to 
normal (appearing to the witnesses as if ^^the object was further 
□way than was first imagined*") and returns to its normal elevation 
(causing the "dropping^^ effect)* About a couple of seconds later the 
effect occurs again, for a much shorter period, giving the abject an 
apparent "rising, hovering and dipping" motion* The effect either 
ended there and then, perhaps with the light source responsible 
being visible behind the trees, possibly appearing to flash dub to 
it still being slightly affected by the inversion, or it continued, 
the light appEaring to rise, hover and dip continually* There is also 
the possibility that the movements reported by Ms E*P* may have been 
caused by involuntary eye rnDvementa Cautokenesis)* The secondary 
□bservaticn is also explainable using this theory (the enlarging 
effect lessening as the object was observed, giving the illusion of a 
rEceeding object- The effect then ends, and the object seems to 
’disappear behind trees’) Mr A^ld, reported no change in the object’s 
direction. Perhaps this was because he was not moving as he viewed 
the ' ohj Eot *' 

OTHER ASPECTS OF THE SIGHTING 

The shape reported by Mrs UJ-Sd- may have been due to a sight defect 
(possibly astigmatism), S\)ote that all the other uithesses stated that 
the object was round/ball shaped in form, and that two . of the wit¬ 
nesses reported that the object had a sharply defined outline, whereas 
she described it as being ^hazy' in appearance. The ’halo’ oescriheP 
by Mr S*lJ, have been an optical effect (explaininq why only he 

observed it) a meteorological effect (diffraction) or was caused by 
the 'distortion' of the image by the inversion, 

U LOSIf^G COMMENTS 

Although there are some aspects of the observation that seem to con¬ 
tradict this explanation (such as the reported elevation of the 
object) it is worth stating that not only were these aspects esti¬ 
mated by people unused to estimating such factors (especially under 
conditions nf stress/excitement) but these estimaticos were made 
some eight weeks after the observation. Thus the reliability of 
these aspects are susoect. Therefore, given the comprehensive nature 
□f the exulanation give, it is felt that this case should he treated 
and ’explained* and the case closed, with the orcviso that its re¬ 
assessment may be made if it is felt approoriate, 

P OSTSCFnPT 

IN this article I was unable to state the origin of the lioht which 
was seen* 'iTEUAHT CAMPBELL has put forward the theory that the 
Clacton object was the star Antares* His theory explained much of the 
observation, but there are some nrabiems associated with it, 

1, There is some doubt over whether Antares (under normal 

conditions would be observable !□ minutes oef□re sunset (around 
the time the event occurreu). Also, due to the density cf the 
atmosphere at low altitude Antares (if visible) would have 
aopeared to be about maonitude +3*0 (ccmoared to its normal 
magnitude of auproximately +0*9) or about lb times less 
brinhter than norma1* A minor coint, but worth not inn- 
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2 * 


Ths iijitnEsses reported than the object was iccated at a 
bearing of around Q5D-09D (compared tn Antares bearing Cat 
the time cf the event) of 13S* Although this could be 
tiiritten off aa witness error, it must be noted that the 
observers moved in a north east (Azimuth approximately 0A3) 
direction when attempting to approach the object. If it had 
been Antares, they would have had to have moved in a south 
west (Azimuth 225 approximately) direction (due tc the 
direction cf the road that the observers were on) to have 
done so. The annotated site map and. photographs ara con¬ 
sistent with the object being located where the observers 
reported it to have been* 

Therefore, as the explanation could be refuted on these paints 
(which have to tie taken as the final statemant on these mattara, as 
the main co-operating witness has moved away from the area) it was 
decided (with good reason) that the observation was caused by a 
superior mirage of a low elevation light source. Quite a feu 
aspects of the observaticn were consistent with this theory, not the 
least being the warm temperature of the environment, and the possi¬ 
bility of sudden ground oooling, these being the two main attri¬ 
butes for the formation of a temperature inversion, an effect 
essential tn the formation of mirages. Other aspects of the event 
that were consistent with mirages was the apparent change in size 
(object appeared close, then distant) and the reported ’’rising, 
hovering and diving*^ motion of ths cbject. Even so, there may be 
some problems with this theory also* 

(i) If an inversion was in existence at the time cf the 
observation, was it severe encugh to cause such spectacular 
effects? There is some evidence that June 6th (the day 
before the observation) was also quite warm (temperature 

□ f around 23‘^C)* As a number of warm days in succession 
is an important factor in the creation of such events, it 
adds a little more weight to the mirage theory. 

(ii) LiJas there any light source.on at 2l-15hrs7 (a question only 
relevant if the object could only have been a mirage of a 
ground light, and this is far from the only option as 1 
will show later). One observer (Mr B.IJ-) reported that he 
saw a ’flashing light’ behind the trees when the event 
(according to him) ended. Uould this have been the light 
responsible? 

With all the above considarGd, it is pertinent to note a concept 
put forward by Bteuart Campbell regarding mirages and astronomical 
bodies. He states that a star (even in daylight perhbos) could be 
affected by a superibr mirage in such a way that the body would 
appear larger and brighter than normal (the mirage acting like a lens 
in this instance). Dees this effect have any bearing on the Clapton 
event? One notes that it occurred li] minutes before sunset, just when 
it was starting to go dusky. Could it he that low light levels such 
as this are conducive to this effect? It is also interesting tc note 
that there is a star located (at the time and date of the ebaer- 
uation) where the Clapton object was reportedly cositionedt Altair 
low north east magnitude 4'[].5, odour white. As can be claarly seen, 
the star’s colour differs greatly from that of the Clapton ob.iect 
(which was reoorted to be red/orange in hue.) Could this be due tc 
the 'mirane lens' being poor in optical quality, and thus causing 
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false cGlours in □bjects affected by this phenomena, rather in the 
same uay as an unccated lens dees when vieuing through it Csay) □ 
star (I must add that this is my theory and not Steuart Campbell's, 
add it may ujell be incorrecti) It is also interesting to note that 
the Clapton object was reported to be "uery bright," A subjective- 
based description or another piece of euiriancE in support of the 
(□round light nr star) mirage theory? Thus, given the above con¬ 
cepts, it is possible to present another hypothesie for the cause ef 
the Clapton event; 

A star (either Altair or Antares) is affected by an invereicn. 

This acts like a lens increasing the brightness and size (and possi¬ 
bly in the case of Altair, an alteration of its colour) of the stellar 
body. Due to the increased brightness, the star tteccmes visible, and 
appears, to the observers, as a bright luminous ball apcroaching them- 
The witnesses move towards it, causing an illusion cf movement via 
parallax* Then the mirage affect starts to weaken, and the object 
affected either decreases in apparent size or brightness causing the 
object to appear further away than was first observed to be* The 
effect then weakens even mere, either causing periods of enhanced and 
normal brightness (i-e. when the star appears brighter than normal, 
it is assumed to be above the trees , and when it aopears at its 
normal brightness (thus becomong invisible due tc contrast) it is 
assumed to have gone below tree height) or the star mirage becomes 
unstable and appears to "waver" or vertically "cscillate." The effect 
either ends a short time afterwards, or continues for some time, with 
the abject affected appearing as a flashing light (the brightness of 
the star increasing and decreasing In intensity). The second obser¬ 
vation is explicable as above (mirage-affected star appears to 
recede from observers due to change in apparent size or brightness, 
□bjeot then appears to vanish behind trees due to (temporary) cessa¬ 
tion of the effect). 

CDPJCLLJSIDN 

It is felt that the Clapton event was caused by the following ohenomens 
(in order of probability); 

1. STAR (Altair or Antares) plus SUPERIOR MIRAGE 

2. Man-made light source plus SUPERIOR MIRAGE 

3. STAR under normal or semi-normal conditions. 

Given the findings of this article Ci.e. that there is a good 
chance that the Claptsn event was caused by an astronomical mirace- 
It is felt that this theory should be taken into account when invest¬ 
igating possible UPG observations, especially when such events occur 
during oericds cf low daylight(i*e. around sunrise and sunset). Al¬ 
though, at the moment, this concept is only a theory (but a very 
strong, and probable, one) it seems likely that case studies of events 
akin in nature tc Ulactan will shew that astronomical miraces have a 
great deal nf rale van ca to the UPn nh enomen a.

This article, BUFORA^s tribute to the life and uork 
□f Dr- Allan J, Hynek, who died in April this year, 
oroinally an neared in the April, 1971 issue of 3PAL'£L]NFi 
and is reoroduced by kind oermission of its editor, 
Lionel Beer who intervieued Dr* Hynek on h]s visit to 
London in the snrinq of that VEar, 


ijJhen he walksd douin the stairs of the Uaudevilie Ihaatre in the 
Strand, he uas shorter than 1 sxnected, but his rsnateE beard made 
his easily recognisable- iilearing a silver-grey, Jiriht-msinht suit 
and a healthy tan, which made him son ear yonnner than his All years, 
1 found him Friendly and willing to talk freely rshuuL liimseiF and 
his views on ufology* [^e was born in Lhicario uF Lzenh parents 
and spoke Czech fluently at the ags of seven. He olaimed to be 
happily marrisd and has five children, Hio uiiFe osinorently views 




















his interest in astronomy tdith the same reserye as his interest 
in UFOs- 

HollJ did it all start? Dr, Hynek tijas teaching astronomy at 
the Ohio State School in Ljhich is close to the Dayton, Ohio, 

Air Force base* The Air Force uere looking for specialists in 
different fields and he uas invited as an astronomer to look over 
243 original reports in the possession of the Air Force, to see 
uhich could be tied op yith astronomical phenomena, e.g* meteors 
etc. He did not comolete his survey until 1949* His curiosity 
became aroused so he tried ether methods of Finding explanations 
for some of the cases (could they be hallocns etc?) as only 30 
cases could he explained in astrcnomical terms. At the end he yas 
still left with aheut Z0% of cases he could not find explanations 
for, uhich is similar to the Condon Report* He retained all this 
valuable material on microfilm* 

After 1949 things on the LfFD front uiera fairly quiet until 
he mas pulled back in uith the big flap of 1952, uheii he made 
regular monthly trips to Dayton to revieu cases as they came in- 
He also sauj the Project Blue Book operaticn from the inside* As 
an example of the attitude of the Air Force follouiing the closure 
□f Blue 0cok (the files are housed at the USAF Air University, 
Alabama) :’'LrJhile the Blue Book records are unclassified, they are 
housed in a classified are and it takes 5-6 ueeks tc get 
clearance-” At our second meeting he gave the delay as being 
G-8 ueekSt but in any case one can see that this would deter all 
hut the most tenacious, researchers* It may be remembered that 
Dr. James P^lacDonalri visited Australia about three years ago on 
I'Javy funds, and Or- Hynek uistsd the UK on Air Force funds in 
1955 and 1963 to call at the British Air Ministry and look through 
their UFO files* Apparently he didn't have any constructive dis¬ 
cussions uiith Ministry personnel, and he was casually given a 
file on the Father Gill Ci^ew Guinea) sightings since the Ministry 
staff didn't really seem to uant it or know what to do with it* 
Wishing to qualify the next statement, he said "I have no tangible 
evidence that either the USAF or the Air Ministry (now the 
Ministry of Defence) take any real interest in UFDs-" 

His 1970 visit to the UH was made for the purpose of 
attending an international astronomical congress at Brighton last 
August as Dr. Hynek is the Director of the new Lindheimer Astro¬ 
nomical Research Center at IMorthwestern University, Illinois. At 
the conference, Dr- Hewiah, Director of the Mullard Radio Astro¬ 
nomy Laboratory at Cambridge, said that if unusual radin signals 
were received from outer space, astronomers would keso quiet 
about it until it had all been sorted cut. Pulsars were also dis¬ 
cussed and Dr* Hynek confirmed that some lasted oossidiLy millions 
of years and could well be used ae navigation beacons by spacs 
travellers. Bightings made by astrencmers Dr- Hynek had spoken to 
fell into the "Roman lA" class on the Hynek classification which 
covers nocturnal lights and strange meteors, frequently recorted 
in old scientific journals- OF discussing UFOs with other 
scientists he said,"f'The time is oast for any of us serious UFC 
researchers to be on the defensive* ”Answer a question with a 
question*" Then, when faced with a doubter he will 'stab' them by 
askino about a specific case* Tf they cannot answer, his reaction 
is, 'LjeII ocme back when you know a bit mere about the subject and 
I'll be pleased to discuss it with you*" 



Of practical research he said ’'I^ve gone tu tea damn many 
riEEtings mhich turn out to be nathing but 'coffee clutches*' liJe 
just sit there and talk aheut it hut nobody dees anything," fit the 
end of August Flying Saucer Service Lirnited laid on a meeting and 
buffet supper at the Kensington Central LibrarVi at some expense 
to the company so that ufologists could exchange vieus uith Dr- 
Hynak uiith the least possible formality* Unf ert unat ely he uas 
inhibited from 'letting his hair doun' by the large attendanco 
and some of the guasi-"scientific contributions from the floor* 
liJhile the directors of F,S*R are to be commEnded for their 
recepticoT 1 can't help uondering if the Doctor unuld have regarded 
it as just another 'coffee clutch'? Anymay, Dr* Hynek emphasised 
the need for specialisation, "You can't have everyone doing every¬ 
thing* For example Ted Phillios (in the Mid-Uest of the USA) con¬ 
centrates on burnt circl cases, so J send him anything I get on 
these," He went on to say that others could concentrate on 
stopped cars, or humanoid cases, and then urite a technical reoort 
on this aspect, uihich could be reported in one of the better UFD 
journals. He made it plain that he uas particularly disanpointed 
LiJith USA UFD magazines, uhich was due to the fact that editors 
have to oander to readers to some extent* He regretted that there 
were no UFP journals similar to specialist scientific journals 
which just oublished straight scientific oapers and were not 
concerned about maintaining a popular readership, 

IJe discussed comoterising data and Dr* Hynek emphasised the 
need to establish the reliability of the sighting and the import¬ 
ance of assessing details prior to making a permanent record of 
the event. As to what use could he made of this data, he remarked 
that one could ascertain in what sequence the events of sightings 
occur* For example 'do car engines stop or seize up before or 
after the UFD was seen?' For those who might be dubious about the 
value of computerised data, Or* Hynek pointed out that in studies 
of this sort one doesn't necessarily know what the '^nth" question 
is going to be until some primary questiuns have been asked, 

Idhile in London he was seeking a title for his bock which 
should by now be with the oubiishers, Cowles Publishing Company 
□f New York, This will encomoass his 21 years with the Air Force, 
materiel aleaned from APRD of Tucson, California and the Condon 
Committee, on which he had some good friends, even though some 
were sacked. He was having drinks at Or*Condon's house a few 
months before the Condon Report was oublished and noted tdward had 
a oooy of the zitanway and F^ace FLYING SAUCER REPORT, which he asked 
to borrow* He remarked that this serious publication had nn in¬ 
fluence on Dr* Edward Condon* 

Asked about the future, he said that he would like to see a 
hioher calibre of UFFi investinator and stressed the need for 
traininn* fact given time he would like to organise a body of 
trained invest!nators,

AIM INTERESTING READ 

5ir - T found the May edition nf 
the BULLETIN to be particularly 
interesting and stimulating* 

Steuart Campbell^s informative 
article dealing with the identifi¬ 
cation of brilliant stars, which 
are sc often the cause of false 
LED reports, is long-awaited and 
essential reading for all investi¬ 
gators in this field. During the 
course nf ’ in-the-field' investi¬ 
gations in the 1970s, 1 discovered 
for myself that casual observers of 
the skies can be easily misled by 
stars, especially when the illusion 
of rapid motion is created by fast- 
moving, broken, cloud, 

Jenny Randle^s account of her 
close encounter with Ian Ridpath 
was also of great interest; esp¬ 
ecially so, because T was suffi¬ 
ciently offended by the tone of Mr 
Rldpath's review of the Randle/ 
liJarrington "Science and the UFOs" to 
Ljrite to E\tEiJ SCIEfMTIST tc register 
my disapproval* (Of course the 
letter was not oublished *,,not even 
ackncwledgerii) But 1 must say that 
T find it curious that Jenny always 
takes great oains to distance her¬ 
self from ETH exponents in all her 
doings, when the possible ET 
connection is of greatest interest 
tc the general public *-*and, I 
unashamedly admit, to me too* 

■ihilst acknowledging the dangers 
of being identified with irrational 
"ET believers" and pulp-writer 
explciters of the topic, oarsonally 
I am of the view that the quest for 
truth should never exclude any 
evidence, however much-ridiculed by 
contemnorary society that evidence 
might be, 

.Llhen 1 began to research LIFH 
hacoenings in 1967, I deliberately 
set out to investigate whether 
the occurrences of that year could 
possibility be indicative of in- 
teiligent surveillance by air¬ 
borne observers, or were merely 
□ roduicts of □ Ver—st imu 1 ateo imagi- 













nstions and newspaper prpma- 
tion techniques- (Incidentally, 

I was appropriately pualified 
to analyse the 5£] selected 
vehicular repcrte of that year), 
Ifj at that tirne, I had found 
negatively, my interest in the 
LIFD topic uoLtId almost cert¬ 
ainly have vanished, hut that 
uas not to be. Instead, the 
results uere so positive that I 
was tc spend a great deal of 
time during the next 16 years 
tyring to unravel the tangled 
wed created hy the activities 
of the will-o-the-wisps respnn- 
aible for happenings. If, on the 
other hand, I had concluded that 
'close encounters' were caused 
by a quirk of human psychology, 
such as illustions caused by 
some 'mundane stimulus' as yet 
unknown to science (to use Jenny 
Randles' words), I would have 
been glao to have left the sub¬ 
ject to those better qualified 
to invBstioate it, and got on 
with the more practical task of 
furthering my career in industry. 
Undoubtedly, I would have left 
the osychology to peoale like 
Manfred Cassirer and the "earth- 
lights" and ball-lightning to 
budding physicists like l^ark 
Stenhoff (whatever happened to 
Mark?) 

All this brings me tc 
comment on ths contents of Man¬ 
fred Cassirer^s indignant res¬ 
ponse to Stsuart Campbell^s 
contribution in the March aULLETlIM- 
It was somewhat amusing to note 
that Campbell was castigated for 
'lumcing everything together',yet 
in the final paragraph Hr 
Cassirer categorically rejected 
the £TH after having acmitted tc 
having no interest in the topic1 
How easy it is for us to become 
blinkered by dur special interests. 
Surely, as in science, it is a 
matter of ’horses for ccuraes'; 
□sychologv anp psychic research 
are for Manfred Cassirer whilst 
CTH investigations are for pedpie 
like me- !iJe are colieaouGS, not 
opponents, and working towards a 
common qoal- 

My research enables me to 
endorse, wholeheartedly, the claim 
that there are oowerful psycho¬ 


logical and psychic elements in 
close-encounter incidents, hut it 
seems that I air a lone voice 
asserting, unequivocally, that the 
CE events studied by me have been 
shown to be consistent with the 
behaviour of hypothetical space¬ 
craft, operated by agencies not 
of this world. My guess is that 
human perceptions are being man¬ 
ipulated in order to 'scramble' 
the real evidence. 

Perhaps the late Dr Hynek 
would have aooreoiated my findings- 
It was with great regret that 1 
read his obituary in the May 
BULLETIIM- 1 had hoped to meet him 
one day, but, alas, that cannot be- 
May I also take this opport¬

print* ] do tend to write a lot 
(too much ] hear you seyi) which 
leaves me open to more attacks than 
most- I also tend tc reply to all 
and sundry as well- Which means 
that it looks like a war of the 
wo rd S- 

Can 1 say, however,that whilst 
1 disaoree very often with what 
iteuart has to say, acrimony 
(^'bitterness of fseling" - Collins 
Uicticnary) is not a fair word to 
use* 1 enjoy the debates with 
dteuart* Battles to the truth in 
this fashion are more productive of 
gacti than everybody agreeing with 
everybody else Dften some very in¬ 
teresting points are raised for 
which is is right and nraper that 
we have oppcsing viewpcints* I 
rather draw the line at persona¬ 
lised attacks which suggest (shall 


we say) dubious motives for 
things that may well be innocently 
conceived* But other than that 1 
am happy to debate UFOs with 
Steuart until the oowa come home* 

I wish to put on record, unequivo¬ 
cally, that I do not have any 
grudges, malice or ill-feeling 
towards our Scottish cousin* I 
just think that he is misguided 
sometimes - and I say so* In 
return Steuart quite evidently 
feels the same way* There is not 
much wrong with that* At least 
there isn't in UJarringtonJ 

As tc Mr Danby's other point 
- "the increasingly fantastic 
theories of Jenny Randles'^ - I can 
say littls, as he does not qualify 
which theories he impugns or what 
he finds fantastic about them, I 
do not dispute much (if anything) 
of his third paragraph - where he 
discusses the reasons for his 
decision not to theorise. However, 

I must point out that if we all 
sat around waiting for thfe answer 
then we may well be hers in issue 
1Q2I of the BULLETlty no nearer to 
the truthCl just figured out that 
this will be oublished in the 
summer of 2236 - by which time it 
will probably be edited from the 
Btarship Enterprise - or perhaps 
noti) Hr Danby ie not wrong that 
there are no 'experts' and not 
enough data to decide for sure 
what is going on. But somebody 
has to try to make sense out of 
it and suggest answers that can 
be looked at by others* Then, 
oerhaps, these ideas can he 
tested against new facts that come 
to light - and (pcssibly) we will 
edge a little closer to the truth. 

That is my ohiloecphy of 
UFD theorising* I may be right* I 
1 may be wrong* But it seems a 
perfectly valid approach to adopt. 
1 have honed my theories (however 
fantastic) by a simple process of 
listening to what the evidence 
seems to he tellino me. My ideas 
may well be a million miles from 
the truth- 1 am certainly humble 
enough to admit that. They just 
seem to make sense tc me. Frankly, 
I will listen to any serious argu¬ 
ments against them which set up 
logical reasons for opooBition* 
out vaoue cumsnents that they are 






fantastic are net nounter-argu- 
mants* So uhtist I listen to and 
respect Mr Oanhy^s vieus I have na 
new data frern them tn input into 
my ideas. 

One thing I du agree uith Mr 
Danby on, 1 have got rather carried 
away of late inventing names, 1 tiijas 
fun, I seemed to he doing it for 
a reason. But 1 think that he is 
quite right that it obscures truth 
rather than assists it, I think 1 
started luith the Oz Factor - some¬ 
thing I do not apologise for. That 
conceot is important to me. The 
Ouasi-Conscious State iijas an 
attempt to explain the state of 
consciousness uihere I believe close 
encounters take place. If anyone 
has a "term which can he used in its 
cerrect and established sense" to 
describe this location on the 
spectrum of consciousness then I 
would be interested, I am hope¬ 
ful that there is one then I can 
dispense with this 'invention,’ 

But as yet I have not discovered 
it* I knew what I was trying to 
say in "BEVDIMD E XPL A(\l AT IOE\3 ? " (the 
book which shows name creativity 
more than any other). But I am 
sure it confused many others, 
because I was still trying to 
figure things out as I wrote It. 

I accent that 1 went too far - 
and I will try to hold hack in 
future. 

But this will not stop me 
theorising. i'Jor will it change the 
thrust of my general ideas- If 
there does not seem to be an 
aporooriate term I may still have 
to invent one, I hope I can 
continue to do so from the lofty 
heights of the lunatic frinqei

In your report on the 
19bA-B5 lecture orogramme 
(BULLETIN IB, pegs ZZ) you 
quoted Hilary Lvans^ reference 
to a 'UFO' report in PHYSTCS 


TDDAV (apparently as objects 
which I uould have to admit 
were ^UFUs') Hilary claimed 
that no one had yet been able 
to explain these objects. 

The report was a letter 
from Dr, Maccabee in PHYSICS 
TODAY 29 (MARCH, 1976)o,90, 

It described the sighting of 
two bright 1urnincus objects 
by three witnesses near 
Uashington in July, 1975, The 
objects did not behave like 
balloons cr aircraft, executed 
erratic movements and displayed 
faint dark rings about the 
central light. 

Dr. Meccabee has now sent me 
his ^more comolete report' 
on this incident- I find 
that, although he considered 
various explanations, these 
did not include either flares 
or ball lightning. The first 
may be ruled out by the oecu- 
liar behaviour and character¬ 
istics of the objects, but 
the second is certainly not 
ruled out. i have invited 
Dr, Maccabee to re-evaluate 
the case in the light of the 
strong oossibility that the 
objects were ball llghtenings 
(even though there was nc 
Incal sterm at the time), 

IJith reference to my 
earlier letter, Miks iJootten 
has now sent me a arint-out 
of all 2L cases and T have 
advised him of my re.-evolua- 
tions, f^one of the cases re¬ 
main ^unidentified' (or, as 
he cells them^ 'LiFU'), al¬ 
though there were two cases 
which 1 could not identify 
and which Mike will have to 
clarify. ! have also sent 
the Director of Investigations 
a list of 4(J cases which 1 
have recently re-evaluateo; 
again none remain e j t h e r ^un¬ 
identified' or laosileC as 
UFCs- Most ws r e found to n e 
stars,

In BULLETIN 21 Cynthia 
Hind described hew the Hmbab- 
wean air farce attemnted ta 
chase a ”bright flying abject" 
at 17.45 LT an July 22nd,1985. 
There are many indications that 
this object was astronamical. 

1. It was seen mere or less 
in the same place an 
several days. 

2. It was seen ever a very 

wide area. 

3. It was seen to 'heuer^ 

for long periods. 

4. The aircraft were un¬ 

able to reach it and 
gave crogressively 
qraatar estimates of 
its height. 

5. lit was described as 

'star like in shape' 

and 'as bright as a star.^ 

At 15.45 UT on that day there 
was a bright star above the Zim¬ 
babwean harizon; Canaaiis, the 
second brightest star in the whole 
sky (magnitude -□.71), lay only 
4°aheve the unobstructed harizen 
on an aziniuth of 213° CSJil)* Tujc 
features of the report substant¬ 
iate the canclusion that the 
mystery object was Canopus: 

(a) CanoDiJS is a yellowish 
ster. At law altitude, 
due to Hayleigh scatt¬ 
ering, it must apnear 
mare red (like the 8un 
at sunset) and this 
accounts for the reoorts 
that it was orange in 
colour. 

(h) According to oilot Uordy- 
Hedoe, the object aoceared 
to be 13 miles (24km) SE 
of dulawayo Css seen from 
Gweru). That aosition 
bears 225° from Gweru 
(according tc Hind's mac) 
□nly IG° from the azimuth 
of danoous- The error must 
be due to the cilot's in¬ 
correct assessment of the 
□bjset's accarent distance 
from Gulawayo- 


liJe may conclude that the object 
disappeared because Canopus was 
setting* Seme of the descrlDtion 
indicate atmasoheric distortion 
which may account for the bright¬ 
ness of the ster at that time. 


1NOT SIRIUS, BUT I AM 
SERIQUS l 

Sir - 

1 never claimed (as Jenny 
Randles apparently believes) that 
Allan Hendry discussed lihe Huffman 
or Rendlesham cases in his bcok 
THE UFO HA[\SOSDDH. The IFOs dis¬ 
cussed by Hendry were the astre- 
nomical objects to which T drew 
attention in my article ''Astro¬ 
nomical UFOs.'^ Trust Jenny to 
misunderstand I 

Regarding the Huffman report 
I note Jenny's claim that 'the 
object and a fleet cf noisy 
helicDoters* created serious 
radiaticn sickness in the witnesses 
and gave out waves of heat. She 
does not know that any of that 
statement is true (but she 
believes it). Investigation 
failed to verify the presence of 
helicopters and none of the wit¬ 
nesses subsequently showed signs 
□f radiaticn sickness. It is true 
that one witness has cancer, but 
she could have had that long 
before the incident. Since no 
medical surveys cf the witnesses 
were taken before the incident 
we cannot say what changes there 
were, if any. '[iJaves cf heat' are 
more likely to be self-induced 
(due to panic). Jenny can reject 
my hypothesis far this report, 
but shE should not present 
bEllefs as facts. 

i am quite willing to 
explain the astrcnomical hypo¬ 
thesis for the Huffman report (it 
has already been published in the 
USA). The time given by John 
Gchuessler C''Uiind Terror in 
Texas" THE UNEXPLATl^lED 9 (ICS?) 
2121-25) was 9pm, out since the 
witnesses reported seeing the Moon 
that cannot be correct. The Moon 









did not rise until just after 
lam, rurthermore since the 
witnesses ran a restaurant it is 
unlikely that they were re¬ 
turning home so early. Until 
Schuessler (whose investigatinn 
3D far is superficial) estab¬ 
lishes the correct time I am 
entitled to speculate that it 
may have been near tc midnight 
(they saui the f-lpan later), Just 
after midnight Canopus lay at 
□nly 7° altitude directly south 
(1BQ°> in line with Highuav FH 
1^585, I suggest also that a 
temperature inversion caused a 
mirage of Canopus so that it 
looked much larger, brighter 
and nearer* The coloure re^ 
ported by the witnesses^ and 
the positions of those colours, 
are consistent with the spectral 
separatisn to he expected from 
a lew altitude star* 

I suggest that, not knowing 
the object was a star, the wit¬ 
nesses assumed that it was an 
alien spacecraft. Their subse¬ 
quent reactions and condition^ 
were therefore self-induced, the 
result of hysteria, IMo independ- 
errt evidence has been found to 
support their story (e-g, the 
roadway was undamaged), 

If my position is 'absurd', 
as Jenny claims, how come that 1 
make 'valid paints' and that she 
accepts some of my identifications? 
Such generalisations are ridicu¬ 
lous* Jenny would condemn all my 
astronomical evaluations simply 
because she finds one unaccept¬ 
able* If 1 have not tharoughly 
investigated the Levett report, 
then neither has Jenny, ] supq^ 
e sted that the object was Sirius, 
but this was in the absence of 
any precise information about 
the incident, ^\Jow Jenny tsiis 
us that the object Levett sew 
was 'nowhere near bearing 133^' 

(how 'near' is that?) Then where 
was it? Jenny doesn't tell usj 
Jhe ought to know that witnesses 
invariahl^^ cxaoqerate altitude 
(elevation) and report objects 
as 'overhead' when they were 
nearer the horizon. An adEquate 
and critical report of this 
incident has not been puhlisned 
□nd until it is 1 am entitled 
to guess at the cause- It is 
unfair of UFU cropenents to 
criticise Ll F Lf sceptics fur 


making cavalier identifications 
when the former relate UFQ reports 
in □ similar cavalier fashion (as 
reports of a ' LfFD ). 

Jenny describes the incident in 
her article THE ULTIMATE E(\ICDUf\JTER? 
(THE UNKTJDliJN, May igBG pp lD-11) 
and includes a photograph. Instead 
□f flying over the witness from 
horizon to horizon the oval light 
now appears low on the horizon in 
the direction of Rendlssham, moving 
from left to right, hovering there 
silently before descending .out of 
sight, IjJhich account are we to 
accept? In fact the UE\lHNPIiH\J account 
is conaistent with the light being 
the combined headlights of a laroe 
aircraft making a landing approach 
tc RAF Idoodbridge, The runway is 
aligned about 260*^ and Rendlesham 
bears about 25D° from Sudbourne* 
Approaching aircraft often 
appear to hover. Sines Budbourns is 
six miles from Rendlesham it is not 
surprising that no oound was heard* 
in any case, the wind (if any) must 
have been from the east so carrying 
engine noise westwards away from 
Levett, 1 would like to know why 
Jenny has rejected this explanation? 

I quite understa3^id that it must 
irritate Jenny to find me explaining 
reoorts hither and thither as mls- 
perceottons of astronomical booies 
and that she feels obliged to threw 
doubt on the efficacy of the astre- 
nomical hycothesis. 

However, she goes tea far in 
pres-enting my evaluations as 'full 
explanaticns'; she confuses the 
notion of a working hypothesis with 
that of a definite conclusion Cesr- 
haos no realising that in science 
there can be no definite conclusion), 
l don't know which reoort she 
refers tc but it is quite in oroer 
to suggest that a UFfl reonrt (wh'ch 
must contain a descriotion even if 
it contains no precisa data) is cue 
to sight of a star- Je can disaorue 
on whether or not the data are 
'inadequate', 1 fail to undersiano
